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The Tragical History of “‘The Tragicall History” 


N a couple of occasions Christopher Mar- 
lowe has been referred to in this pre- 
cinct as the first great writer of the English- 
speaking stage, perhaps even greater than 
that somewhat disputed ‘gentleman who 
wrote “Hamlet,” “Twelfth Night” and vari- 
ous other plays. Recently a captious corre- 
spondent wanted to know why, if Marlowe 
is so great, he isn’t better known and more 
often played. It’s an interesting question. In 
truth, not much is known 
about him. He was the son of 
a shoemaker of Canterbury, 
born February 6, 1564, edu- 
cated at the King’s School in 
his native town, and sent to 
Benet (Corpus Christi) Col- 
lege at Cambridge as one of 
the scholars of Archbishop 
Parker. There he took his BA 
in 1584 and his MA three or 
four years later. Then he 
went to London—and in an 
astoundingly short time he 
was hailed as the foremost 
dramatist of his day, on the 
strength of “Tamburlaine the 
Great.” As a member of the 
Lord Admiral’s company of players he wrote 
his four great plays, the chief character in 
each being interpreted by Edward Alleyn, an 
imposing gentleman who is reported to have 
stood almost seven feet tall. And then, some 
time at the end of May, 1593, Marlowe died 
at Deptford, victim of what was probably a 
drunken brawl, struck down by an adversary 
whose name was either Archer or Ingram; 
history has never been clear on this point. 
Nor has history been much clearer as to 
the cause of the quarrel. Five years after it 
took place Francis Meres, a critic, started the 
version which is popular today—that Kit 
Marlowe was killed by a “Bawdy serving- 


man” who was his rival in illicit love. 
Little else, really, is known. He was, in 
London, one of that company of university 
wits who wrote for the players, and whose 
story time and romance have embroidered 
with so many heroic misdeeds. He was also a 
member of that group of heretics known as 
Raleigh’s school of atheism; and it was this 
association that caused him to be cited by the 
Privy Council, which had a warrant out 
against him when he died. 
But that his conduct, judged 
in a modern light, was as 
scandalous as tradition would 
have us believe is a matter 
open to doubt. The attitude 
of Viewing him with Alarm 
evidently started some four 
years after his death, when 
Thomas Beard, a Puritanical 
reformer, used him as a hor- 
rible example in his “The 
Theatre of God’s Judgments.” 
Be that as it may, Marlowe 
in his 29 years of life diverted 
the course of English drama 
and became a world-influence 
that is felt even today. If he 
had never lived to create the rolling mag- 
nificence of blank-verse drama in English, it’s 
quite possible that Maxwell Anderson might 
never have written “Winterset.” Yet Mar- 
lowe’s work today remains almost entirely 
unknown. There is a vague feeling that he 
ought to be known and liked—but few bother 
to know him or like him at first hand. A spe- 
cific example of the fate of his work is that of 
his best-known (though not his best) play, 
“The Tragicall History of Doctor Faustus,” 
which exerted a tremendous influence, both 
direct and indirect, over the course of litera- 
ture. It managed to become the basis of 
famous works by others and at the same time

Marlowe, of course, didn't start the Faust 
legend; that was started by Faust himself, an 
insanely conceited charlatan of the early 16th 
century who was, judging from the results, the 
greatest personal press agent of his day. At - 
any rate, enthusiastic scandalmongers man- 
aged to center about his disreputable figure 
many legends of the middle ages that origi- 
nally concerned others. In 1587 the first Faust- 
book, a compilation of these legends, was 
published. Marlowe must have worked 
quickly, for the conceded date of “Dr. Faus- 
tus” is 1588. Such an authority as Prof. Ashley 
Thorndike has said that the play and its cre- 
ator “revolutionized the drama... took the 
theatres by storm, aroused every dramatist 
of the day to imitation .. .” 


If the man and the play are so great—if 
their influence has been so important—why 
has “Faustus” been relegated to a position 
of required reading conscientiously dodged 
by college boys? Chiefly the cause is histori- 
cal. Marlowe was obscured by the fall of the 
theatres when Oliver Cromwell, the 17th 
century commissar, took over. When play- 
houses returned with the Restoration the 
Elizabethans were not regarded as we are 
wont to regard them; they were, rather, un- 
couth playwrights of a barbarous age, whose 
outpourings lacked the wit and urbanity so 
dear to the Restoration. If they were pre- 
sented at all, they had to be “improved” to 
suit the current taste. Marlowe was not so 
“improved”; Shekespeare was. And by the 
time the Elizabethans came into their own 
with the Romantic movement, Goethe (who 
had been in the forefront of their rediscovery 
and who acknoweldged his debt to Marlowe) 
had written his “Faust.” Its fame was firmly 
established—and that secured Marlowe's 
claim to honorable obscurity. He was, obvi- 
ously, just “source material.” Add to that the 
currency in literary circles of the legend of 
Marlowe’s disreputable life—nicely calcu- 
lated to route the poet’s possible popularity 
in the age known as the Victorian. 


And by then, too, Shakespeare had become 
the One True Idol. It was unthinkable to 
suggest that he had learned everything he 
knew from a fellow named Marlowe. It was 
even worse to suggest that, had Marlowe lived 
to write other plays, Shakespeare would have 
continued to learn. Yet that remains a dis- 
tinet possibility.

It used to be that when you 
said “grey flannel,” “double- 
breasted” was practically taken 
for granted. But this fall, 
though I did find some well-cut 
double-breasted jackets, the 
single-breasted style is by far 
the more popular.

And one firm has brought out 
a well-shaped jacket with side 
vents and a ticket pocket.. 

The predominance of single- 
breasted jackets has doubtless contributed 
greatly to the revival of fancy waistcoats, 
particularly the traditional tattersall which, 
in my opinion, is at its best against the neu- 
trality of grey flannel. Suede also looks well 
with this fabric. So does buck cloth which 
comes in a range of colors.. And of course a

BEATRICE LILLIE, conceded to be one 
of the world’s foremost comic geniuses, 
launched herself on a professional career, by 
an ironic twist of the fates, as a serious in- 
terpreter of sentimental ballads. Distressed 
that managers were unimpressed by her art 
after innumerable auditions, she called on 
Andre Charlot for a last desperate try, He 
apathetically consented to listen and quick 
to sense his attitude, she decided to burlesque 
a song called “We’re Drifting Apart, So 
You’re Breaking My Heart.” It was, to say 
the least, an athletic rendition, but it turned 
Charlot’s apathy to apoplexies of laughter. 
He told her she was by far funnier than most 
comediennes then exposed to British audi- 
ences and the audition ended in a three-year 
contract for Miss Lillie. London critics and 
playgoers agreed when they saw her in “Not 
Likely.” New York did not lag far behind in 
this estimate, for when the premiere curtain 
went down on “The Charlot Revue,” Miss 
Lillie had scored the triumph of her career. 
She has, of course, since become one of the 
mainstays not only of the Broadway theatre, 
but of the London stage as well, commuting 
regularly between the two great metropolises 
over the years. Her local appearances in- 
clude “Oh, Please,” “She’s My Baby,” “This 
Year of Grace,” the “Third Little Show,” 
“Walk a Little Faster,” “Set to Music,” “At 
Home Abroad,” “The Show Is On,” “Seven 
Lively Arts,” and most recently, the musical 


hit, “Inside U.S.A.” She was in England when 
war broke'out in 1939 and thereupon can- 
celled her theatrical plans for war work. She 
divided her time between rallying the coun- 
try and entertaining soldiers on the various 
fronts, notably in Africa and the Mediter- 
ranean fighting areas. 


REGINALD GARDINER, who has been ab- 
sent from the Broadway precincts since the 
1936-37 season when he appeared with Miss 
Lillie in “The Show Is On,” has, of course, 
been cavorting, over the long interim, in the 
Hollywood picture pastures, as film viewers 
may well know. Since he made his Times 
Square debut in “At Home Abroad” at the 
invitation of Miss Lillie and is now once 
again sharing the spotlight with her, his local 
stage life has been wholly interwoven with 
that .of Miss Lillie, a tribute, indeed, from a 
comic lady to a comic gentleman. Mr. Gar- 
diner was originally trained for architecture, 


. but diverted his course to study at London’s 


Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. He man- 
aged a job almost immediately upon his 
graduation and for the next several years 
was cast in upwards of thirty plays in Lon- 
don, performing a variety of portrayals from 
Shakespeare, Ibsen, Shaw and O’Neill to mu- 
sicals and revues. Simultaneously he acted 
in some 20 British films. Somewhere along 


the way he developed a most unique approach

EADIE GRIFFITH and HOWARD “RACK” 
GODWIN, popularly known as Eadie and 
Rack, have been a piano team since 1945 
when they met at the Club Gala, Hollywood. 
Eadie was employed as pianist there and 
Rack, who had had the job before her, was 
returning from a war stint of 110 missions as 
radar-radio operator in a C~47 for which he 
was bedecked with nine battle stars, two 
DFCs with oak cluster and two Presidential 
citations. They have since made innumer- 
able recordings, appeared in the movies, 
notably with Judy Garland in “Easter Pa- 
rade,” were prominently featured on such 
diverse TV programs as the Paul Whiteman 
Show, “Penthouse Party” and the General 
Electric Show, and performed for radio au- 
diences with Nelson Eddy, Ginny Simms and 
Hoagy Carmichael, among others. They are, 
of course, night club favorites and have 
blended their pianistic art for discerning 
cafe patrons in the better clubs, coast to 
coast. Eadie started out in Hollywood as a 
school teacher, turned to the stage soon after. 
Rack began his career in Texas at 14—he had 
his own radio program—where he met John 
Murray Anderson, who gave him both a help- 
ing hand and advice.
